NEW yorK—Author Thomas M. 
Disch, renowned for his works of 
science fiction, mystery, and hor- 
ror, has been reported missing to 
local authorities. Creator of Am- 


nesia, he is also the author of On 
Wings of Song, Camp Concentra- 
tion, Fun with Your New Head, and 
The Businessman: A Tale of Terror. 

According to The Science Fic- 
tion Encyclopedia (Dolphin 
Books, 1979), Disch is “perhaps 
the most respected, least trusted, 
most envied... of all modern SF 
writers of the first rank: his reputa- 
tion can only grow.” In 1980, Disch 
received a Campbell Award for the 
best science fiction novel of the 
year, On Wings of Song.
